Statements in Parliament, 
London, February 19.—A,bulky Chinese 


| Blao Back has been published and distri- 


bated. . The contents are mestly knuwn ; 
but it shows that no Puwor acecpted the 
Russian proposal to withdmy from Pekin 
unconditionally. 

The Morning Post publishes a despatel: 
from Pekin, stating that the expedition 
opdered by Count yon Waldersee leaves on 
tho 23rd inst., and that Amorica and Russia 
havo declined to participate in it, 

Mr Dillon moved the adjouroment of the 
House.on a question of procedure, Lord 
Cranburne refusing to answer a supple. 
mentary question, ‘Ten Cunservative mom- 
bors voted in support.of Mr Dillon's motion. 

After the rejection, by 249 against 204

not aware that any Power contemplated an 
expedition to the interiorof China. If sny 
did, our commanders would require fresh 
instructions. 

February 22.—Lord George Hamilton, 
replying to a question, enid that tho Govern- 
ment had learned that Count von Walder. 
soe had announced that larger operations 
might shortly Le necessary, and they had 
asked him for further information regard- 
ing the scopo and purpose of the operations,
